ter,but alſo to our Eaſterne wn _m—_— ſhall there- 
fore give you an accompt, firlt of the ſteps we made 
into Cornwall; ſecondly, of the ſtate of the Country 
thirdly, the condition of the Enemyz fourthly of our 
owne Army. 

Upon our advance, the Generall gave me a Com- 
miſſion to apply my ſelf to allmeans and expedients 
I could think of; for the ſtopping of the Eaſt parts of 
Cornwall from riſing. and joyning with the Enemies 
Horſe, Foot being that which the Enemy-( onely ) 
wanted,and thoſe they brought to Torrington blown 
into ſeverall parts, and ſcattered , with a purpoſe not 
to appeare againe. Accordingly I rid to Plymouth, 
{though not without much difficulty) riding forty

miles very neer the Enemies Guards; I dealt at Ply-

wouth with theGovernour and the Committee there, 
who offered me all their furtherances, had Paſles of 
them forany I ſhouldimploy into Cornwall, and-was 
much engaged.to Mr. Raw, of that place, (a diſcreete 
able man, and induſtrious)who undertooke to agitate 
my defiznes with the Enemy,and deſerves exceeding 
well tor his faithfulneſſe :nd wifdome therein. 

When I was thus thoughtfull how to ingage the 
Cornith Foot from riſing in the Eaſt, (whole exam- 
ple would have had a preſent influence, gn all the 
County.) it pleaſed the Lord to: ſend inone out of 
Cornwal),.ot very Prong (and much intereſ- 
ſed) who camediſguized into Plymouth, having the 
ſame deſigne with my ſelf, for {trong. atfeQtions to the 
Parhament andtherr Cauſe, afluring-me, that 300o. 
men ſtoodready to joine with the Enemies Horſe,yet 
that there were good hopes, that the leaders being 
rightly informed ,. might not onely prevent it , but 
conditionally cloſe with us. Eo 

Their chiefes were old Maſter Co/itoxr, Colonell 
Fdecomb of Monat Edgeomb;Maſter Thomas Lowre,and 
Lieutenant Colonell $cawerr. 

To the{elI applyed my ſelf (by writing) and decla- 
red what I had in Commiſion from the Genera",and 
fent it by the party by me imployed, who.retarned 
again,andigave me hopes,and yet profeſſed much jea- 
touſte on their part for the true performance on 
whar I promiſed; and therefore to ſhorten my worke 
I offered my ſcife an Hoſtage to them , till theGene- 
rall ſkould make good what promiſed. 

By thenext return they invited me into Cornwall, 
where foure of them ſhould be ready , in the behalfe 
ef tkemmſclyes and others, totreate with me, and as

they ſaw cauſe, to —— me to the Generall. 

I adventured over to them, and were found Maſter 
Corriton, M.Thoz:as Low:'e, M.Clanvill,the eldelt Son of 
Serjeant Glanvil/, and Major Treviſe 5 who being per- 
ſwaded of thetruth of what Ihad engaged my {elt for, 
were per{waded to go to the Generall with me, and 
truly I found them very ingenuous , who had long be- 
fore diſtaſted the Court way, and abhorred the practitcs . 
of many of the Kings party. 

By this time the Generall had entred Cornwall, and 
C at Stratton ) our men beate upa Guard of the Ene- 
mies, and took 3co. Horle :. theſe Corniſh Gentlemen, 
finding my words made good unto them, were much 
convinced and afft-&ed , receiving from the Generall 
ProtcC&tions forthemſclves and that ſide ofthe Country 
againſt the violence of our Souldiers, as alſo Letters 
of recommendation to the Parſtamenr. for this their 
ſervice, which rooke ſuch efic&, that not onely theſe 
3cco. men, ready for their march, retired to their hou- 
{es, but alſo the whole County where we came , either 
came in to us, or ſate ſtill; and truly theſe Eaſterne 
Gentlemen are very conſiderable, and I am perſwaded 
the old Maſter Coriton,(who ſuftcred for Magna Charta, 
with Sir 7:hz. Elliot, will returne to his intercſ{tagaine, 
with many more of them. 

__ Upon onradyance the Enemy retreated, the Gene- 
rall lay at Bodmap to refre{h our men,and to undeceive 
the County,if by any means we might, which the Lord 
bimſclf was pleaſed to help us in, even to wonder, by 
an Iriſh Frigot, coming into Paditow , and bringing

" Theſe Letters the Generall commanded me to read, 

ata great meeting of the Country men, in a field neere 

Podman, which had fuch ſuccefle, that thearguments 
Tuſed unto them, and what I read was received with 
divers acdamations. | 

Upon this day fortnight a ſtrong Party of ours was 
ſent our to fall upon their maine Guard, under the 
command of that honeſt and worthy Gentlcman Col. 
Rich, who accordingly met with one thouſand of the 
Enemies Horſe, — ther, and put them to flight, 
and tooke two hundred Horſes, and one hundred Pri- 
ſoners, amongſt whom Maſter Generall Per#s, who 1s 
fince dead of his wounds, in whoſe pocket a copy ofa 
Letterto the Princes Counſell about him, was found 
to this purpoſe. 

That the Kings condition is ſo low is not onr fault, we 
are not able to breake through the Enemy, wor ſtrong 
enongh to fight them: therefore arereſolved to compound 
for our ſelves, and leave you to doe what yors pleaſe. Sir, 
it came from the Military part. | 

Divers ſmall skirmithes we had with them, Lieute- 
nant Generall Cromwell himſelfe, with ſome of his 
Horſes are ſetting out Parties andGuards,and attending 
their motions, adventured himſelfe according -to his 
wonted manner; and now the Enemies head Quarter 
being at [T ruro, and their chiefe ſtrength not above five 
or ſixe miles from us, the Generall reſolving to fight 
them. 'or dnve them to the Sea, ſent them ſuch Pro- 
poſitions with a Summons, as. he did conceive would 
take off much of their Forces, and bring them all to a 
ſudden agreement 3 and upon the ſending of theſe, ad- 
vanced ſtill ferward, and in our advance they met us 
with a defire of a Treaty, which accordingly was yeel-

ded unto; and held fixe daics, there being matters not 
a few to be conſidered of, as appears by the Articles. 

Upon the Jaſt Lords Day, upoa a Downe a mile 
from 'Fruro, after I had Preached to our men, and di= 
vers of the Enemies; they began to deliver up their 
Armes andHorſes. | | 

The-ftrft Regiment was a French Regiment, under 
the command of Mounſier Leplane on Sunday laſt, - 

ret I muſt much commend the avility ofour Souldiers 
herein; that they let them paſle without mocking, or 
zeering, or offering any affronts ro them.

. March,a paper was delivered to him of News, which Major 


Temple ( who was in the fight) brought, of the routing of 
Sir Jacob Aſhley : of which here followerh a Copic. _ 
This morning, March 21. Col. Morgan his Forces, with 


the Forces of Sir William Brereton ( who were joinedthe 


night before) fell upon Sir Jacob Aſhley and all his Forces 
intended for Oxtford,co joine withthe King, andat Stow in 
the Oulds (in Glouceſter-ſhire, after a ſore conflict on both 
ſides) Sir Jacob was orally routed, himfelf and 1 509. taken 
ptiſoners,and their Cariages: our word was.God be oxr guide, 
the word of the Enemies was, Patrick andGeorge.
